Earl of Dunblane’ Charged With| Loeb Farm Cow Produces 35,- 


Larceny at St. Thomas, Ont. 


Charlevoix, Mich., Oct. 31.—-A war- 


rant for the arrest of A. J. Walker 
Greig, ‘‘Earl of Dunblane,” on trial be- 
fore Judge George W. Sample and 
jury here for lareeny by conversion 
issued in St. Thomas, Ont., by Police 
Magistrate C. F. Maxwell, was received 
Monday by Sheriff George W. Weaver, 
ot Charlevoix County. It was accom- 
panied by a letter from D. ‘T, Augustine 
chief constable of Aylmer, Elgin Co., 
Ont., asking that the “carl’’ be held 
for the Canadian authorities in the 
event of his acquittal here, 

The warrant alleges that Greig 
“fraudulently converted to his own 
use,’’ $850 paid to him by a resident of 
Aylmer for stock in the Title Guaranty 
& Casualty Company, the charge being 
similar to that on which he is now be- 
ing tried. The Aylmer transaction 
took place, according to the warrant, 
Sept. 19, 1921. ‘The chief constable’s 
letter states the crown altorney is pre- 
pared to extradite Greig to the Domin- 
ion if he is freed here. 

The slow progress of the case, Mon- 
day, indicates Greig probably will not 
be called to testify iu his own behalf 
before Wednesday, possibly not until 
Thursday. The cross-examination of 
Noonan occupied all day and he was 
still on the stand when court adjourn- 
ed.

Sault Ste Marie; State Treasurer, Frank 
E. Gorman, of Sanilac County, and 
Supreme Court Justice, John S. Me- 
Donald, of Grand Rapids. 

The calibre of all these candidates 
is such as to assure the voters of the 
party throughout the state that they 
will be represented by officials who 
will be a credit to the party and to the 
commonwealth. The veteran auditor 
general, 0. B. Fuller, nominated at the 
Muskegon convention for an eighth 
term, has the tnusual distinction’ of 
being the first Republican that the 
Democrats have indorsed for a stete 
office in the history of Michigan. 

The Democrats, at their state con- 
vention in Bay City the day after the 
Republican state convention in Mus- 
kegon, agreed that Mr Fuller war en- 
tirely satisfactory to them as auditor 
general of Michigan.

It was a different team because the 
line worked and the back field better 
than at any time this year and because 


rit was a spirit of dogged fight lacking 


before this season. The presence of 
Capt. Livingston and Burley Sleder in 
the line made two reasons why the 
wall looked good. They were not the 
entire difference, however, but it was 
possible that they communicated some 
of their fight to their neighbors Jim 
Wilson at Quarter took the team on the 
field to win by straight football and 
that’s about what happened. The 
dominutive Yield marshall sent play 
after play against the stout East Jordan 
line but it was not until the third 
quarter that this terrific breathing 
started to tell. When the teams first 
went on the field it looked like a ‘‘hoss 
race.” East Jordan had a complete 
bag of tricks and used them all with 
the result that the ball was in Traverse 
City territory most of the first quarter.

Higher 
prices on articles that are indispens- 
eble in the households of the land may 
go through the entire-winter and into 
next spring because of this year’s 
periodical labor scrap. 

High cost of coal will be at the root 
of most of the financial burdens of the 
people. Everything that industry man- 
ufactures will take on an added cost, 
because the overhead charges of oper- 
ation are thereby increased, 

Only the coal barons will derive 
comfort from this new era of infla- 
tion. State price control, now relied 
upon by the federal government to 
hold prices of fuel in cheek, can be at 
best only a partial success in restrain- 
ing extortion. The coal operators fig- 
ure to win in any event. It is no 
secret that they ‘have laid their plans 
to double their normal profits on all 
coal sold this winter. In the end they 
will lose nothing by the long tie-up in- 
the mines, : 

First results of the industrial war 
which has embrojled both railroad and 
coal industries was recession in com- 
mercial and industrial activity, In- 
dustrial activity slowed down consider- 
ably because of scarcity of coal sup- 
plies. The difficulties of transporta- 
tion have also been a retarding factor 
to business. As winter approaches 
these troubles probably will become 
aggravated.

Proposed Amendments to the 


Constitution 


There Will also be submitted at said 
election three proposed Amendments 
to’ the Constitution of Michigan as. 
follows: 

A proposed Amendment to the Con- 
stitution providing that Article XII1 be 
amended by adding a section to be 
known as section 5, to read as follows: 

Sec. 5. Subject to this Constitution 
the legislature may authorize munici- 
palities, subject to reasonable limita- 
tions, to condemn and to take the-fee 
to more land and property than is 
needed inthe acquiring, opening and 
widening of parks, boulevards, public 
places, ‘streets, alleys, ‘or for any public 
usé, and after so much of the land and 
prgperty has been appropriated for any 
such needed public purpose, thé re- 
mainder may be sold or teased with or 
without such restrictions as may be ap- 
propriate to the improvement made. 
Bonds may be issued to supply the 
funds to pay in whole or in part for 
the excess property so appropriated, 
but’such bonds shall be a lien only on 
the-property so acquired and they shall 
not be included in any limitation of the 
bonded indebtedness ,of such munici- 
pality. . 

‘This proposed amendment, if adopted, |. 
will'empower the legislature to author- 
ize municipalities to acquire land and 
pro ory in excess of that needed for 
parks, boulevards, streets, ete, and 
issue bonds for the payment of same. 


Axproposed amendment to section 3 
of Article X to read as follows: 

Sec. 3. The legislature shall provide 
by law a uniform rule of ‘taxation, ex- 
cept on property paying specific taxes, 
and taxes shalt be levied on such pro- 
dates as shall be prescribed by law. 

rovision may be made by law. for a 
tax of not to excede fopr per centum 
upon or with respect to the {net gains, 
profjis and incomes, from whatever 
source derived, which tax may be 
graduated and progressive and which 
may provide for reasonable exemp- 
tions, For the purposes of such ‘tax, 
property and persons, firms-and.cor- 
porations, upon “which such" tax may 
Provide, 
That the Jegislature shall. provide b: 
law a'uniform rule of taxation for suc 
property as shall be assessed by the 
state boaid of assessors, and the rate of 
taxation on such property sball be the 
rate which the state board of assessors 
ascertain aud determine is the average’ 
rate levied. upon other’ property upon 
which ad valorem taxes are assessed | 
for state, county, township, school’ and 
municipal purposes. 

This proposed amendment, if adopt- 
ed, will authorize the enactment of an 
income tax law providing for a tax not 


to exceed four per centum upon net 
gains, profits and incomes, and provid- 
ing for a classification of property and 
persons upon which such -tax may 
.] operate. 


A proposed amendment to Article 


VII, by adding section 30, to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 30. The legislature may provide 


for the incorporation of ports and port 
districts, and confer power and authori- 


ty upon them 1o engage in’ work of 
internal improvements in connection 
therwith. 

This proposed amendment, if adopt- 
ed, ‘will authorize the legislature to 
provide for the incorporation of ports 
and port districts with the power to 
engage in work of internal improve- 
ments in connection therewith.

Chicago—-Allacking the theory of 
“the living wage,” as a basis for 
determining wages of railroad work- 
ers, the public and railroad groups 
of the railway labor board in an opin- 
iun made public Sunday night de 
clared such a course “if carried to its 
legitimate conclusion, would wreck 
every railroad in the United States 
and if extended to other industries, 
would carry them into communistic 
ruin.” . 

The opinion, in the form of a re- 
joiner to a dissenting opinion filed by 
A. O. Wharton, labor member, in the 
recent decision increasing the pay of 
maintenance of way employes 2 cents 
an hour, declared if employes were 
granted a 72 to 75-cents minimum 
wuge for common labor with corre- 
sponding differentials for other 
classes, an increase of 125.7 per cent 
in the nation’s railroad wage bill 
would be necessary. This, the opinion 
said, would add $3,122,952,307 lo the 
annual payroll, bringing it to $5,589,- 
445,993, would mean, it added, an an- 
nual deficit to the carriers of $2,- 
241,639,518, ~ 

Jéyen if the 48-cent minimum wage 
requested by maintenance of way 
men were granted and corresponding 
differentials were made for other 


classes of employes, the opinion said, |= 


an inérease of 50.45 per cent in wages 
would be necessary, adding $1,249,- 
390,994 to the annual wage bill of 
the roads, bringing it up to” $3,725,- 
884,540, thus forcing the carriers to 
face um annual deficit of $378,078,- 
125. 

The phrase “‘livinig wage” was term- 

ed in the opinion as “a bit of, mallifu- 
dus phrascology, well calculated to de- 
ceive the unthinking.” “If the con- 
yientions were that the board would 
establish a ‘living wage’-the majority 
would readily accede to the proposi- 
tion,” the opinion said, “and as a mat- 
ter of fact, the board in this instance 
as in all others, granted a living wage. 
But the abstract, elusive thing ‘called 
‘the living wage’ confessedly based 
upon'a makeshift and a guess, cannot 
receive the sanctjon 
because it would be utterly impracti- 
cable and would not be ‘just and rea- 
sonable’ as the law demands.” 

Wharton's dissenting opinion and 
the’ supporting opinion in reply are 
attached to the formal decision in-
